Sterling Suffers 
Overstrain As... 
World Currency 


By SYDNEY S. GAMPELL 


London, Sept, 24. 

Probably the most important result of Britain’s 

dramatic anti-inflationary measures — will 

eventually be to enable her to come into court 
with clean hands, : 

The major factors which are. wrecking the 

- international financial order—which is so 

largely based on sterling—have very little to 

do with Britain’s internal economy or her 
balance of payments. : 

There are the D-Mark gap and the Dollar gap and the 


overstrain on sterling as the world trading currency, 
which is not treated as a world reserve currency. 


Internal Investment 


Constricting internal investment, which was already too 
small, is almost irrelevant to these terrible problems, 

The most one can say is that a firm home base should 
make it easier to tackle them. But while Britain 
was surrendering to the inflationary conspiracy, the 
true problem has been masked, 


i] With Britrin having a crisis Hank Rate of seven per cent, 


the.German authorities can no longer assert that the 
weakest currencies hive the lowest rates. 

‘The British Government has made a three-pronged attack 
on the base of the inflationary conspiracy,’ The 
prongs are the ceiling on the capital expenditure of 
the public authorities (including the nationalised in- 
dustries), the ceiling on bank advances and the 
higher Bank Rate. 


Wage Inflation 


Wage inflation is scotched because employers will simply 
not have the money to pay inflated wage claims, 
The nationalised industries will have to cut their cont: 
uceording to the national cloth—a complete innova- 
tion—because they will not have the moneye with- 
which to do anything less. : 

Both the public spending and the volume of bank ad- 

vances are to be held stable in money, which means 

that they are to be doubly or trebly cut in real terms. 

They ure, not to be ullowed to expand in line with 

natural .expansign of the economy, let alone with 

price inflation. y 

some further price rises ure alreudy in the pipeline, 

the spending and the bank advances will be genera- 

ting less demand and employment even if the genera- 
tion of inflationary pressure ceases forthwith. 


Prices Go Higher 


If wage inflition puta prices higher again, then the cost 
in rent demand will be much bigger. At any given 
rise in costs and prices, the fixed sums of moncy 
buy that much less work, Four-year spending. pro- 
grammes would have to become five-year pro- 
grammes, and so on, ‘ 

This does not mean that the Government is deliberately 
creating unemployment.’ Management and labour 
can have whichever they choose. If they cut costs, 
the fixed sums of money will pay for more work, not 
less.—China Mail Special,
